New York bankers last year, and obtained 
in exchange for that pledge large cam- 
paign contributions. 
That this statement ta absolutely falae 
so apparent that its effect baa already 
been a boomerang. It baa reacted upon 
a authors and upon tbeirown party. 
Tbe reason of this Is twofold : first, their 
statement has aet people to looking up tbe 
matter, and tbey find that tbe sale of tbe 
road waa ordered by a Democratic Ad-

Different parties are now out, and 
are carefully examining the mount- 
ains between Yakutat and Cook 
inlet This is the third season of t he 
work In Cook Inlet The excitement 
over the Klondike has drawn many 
away from that district: nevertheless., 
the output of gold this year will lie no 
mean sum.
